Continuation  of  Certain  OWI  Functions  by  Bureau  of  Budget; 
Personnel  Changes 

A  number  of  bureau  representatives  have  recently  sought  information 
as  to  when  certain  wartime  controls  on  paper  and  other  printing 
materials  will  be  revised  or  withdrawn. 

In  a  memorandum  dated  October  5,  1945  from  George  E.  Beauchamp, 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Inter-Agency  Publications  Committee, 
I  am  informed  that  the  functions  of  the  Inter-Agency  Committee  \mder 
OWI  Regulations  III,  V,  VIII,  have,  by  Executive  Order,  been  trans- 
ferred to  the  Executive  Office  of  the  President,  Bureau  of  the  Budget. 
OWI  press,  speech,  and  visual  materials  clearance  has  been  discontinued. 

Mr.  Beauchamp  also  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  paper  shortage 
has  not  yet  ended  and  accordingly  all  OWI  regulations  and  Budget 
Circulars  relating  to  paper  conservation  and  publications  clearance 
will  continue  in  force. 

It  is  highly  probable,  however,  that  the  Committee  will  soon  consider 
the  resumption  of  certain  publications  suspended  early  in  the  war 
period.     It  may  be  well  therefore  to  again  review  the  need  for  such 
publications  and  to  give  some  thought  to  the  priority  that  should 
apply.
